Jan Ditson earned the number 15 
Trailbike Expert plate last year, and 
Sharon Rosenauer is currently sixth in 
the Trailbike standings. A lot of men 
would be very pleased to be able to ride 
that well. 

The Daisies don’t think 
anything unusual about a girl racing a 
motorcycle in the desert, or that there is 
anything special about the type of 
woman who wants to compete. "I'm 
sure you would find that during our 
school years we were all very 
competitive,” commented Jan Ditson, 
“We got the best grades and were 
captains of the girls baseball and 
basketball teams.” 

Mary Ann Eyre agreed. “The only 
time I ever though of myself asa female 
during a race was one time when I broke

down in ‘Vegas and my son came by 


and said, ‘Mother, what are you 
doing?’ ” 
Husbands and families are 


cooperative. “Oh, they just have to be,” 
said Patty Clagg. “You just can’t race if 
your family doesn’t encourage you.” 
The ‘husbands really take their 
positions seriously. If you think you get 
uptight when your own bike breaks, 
you ought to take a look at one of these 
tuners when his wife is towed in on a 
broken bike that he is supposed to have 
fixed. “They take it so personally,” said 
Joy Malis, “as if that was the only bike

that ever broke down during a race and 
it is all their fault.” 

The men may think the Daisies are 
cute out there on the course, but they 
don’t realize that these women are dead 
serious. And why not? It is true that the 
average woman is not as strong as the 
average man, but courage and 
dedication are certainly not the 
exclusive property of the male segment 
of the population. 

Perhaps the worst enemy of women is 
motherhood itself. Most girls can 
remember their mother saying, “Don’t 
show the boys you can outrun, 
outthink, outride, or in any other way 
pose a threat to his male dominance; 
you will never have any boyfriends.” 
And little girls believe their mothers and 
didn’t run so fast or think so hard and 
got a reputation for being soft and cute; 
although not too bright. 

Well, it just isn’t so! Maybe most guys 
can lift more weight than most girls; but 
most guys can not’ outthink most girls 
and thinking does come in handy when 
you are involved in a sport.

“The 
dealers are happy to see me, and they 
almost always buy something." 

Patty Clagg, mother of three children, 
is in charge of public relations for her 
husband's machine shop, and rides well 
enough to be sponsored by the people 
who used to sponsor Rich Thorwaldson, 
C-B Motors in Hawthorne. 


Sandy Termin, divorced mother of 


three children, probably has to work 
harder getting to the desert than most 
of us. Sandy is an IBM Keypunch 
operator, psychology student at Santa 
Monica City College, mother and 
motorcycle racer, although not 
necessarily in that order. She also has to 
run down parts and try to find 
somebody to work on her bike. 

Kathy Ainglin and Judy Lovell have 
recently. been. admitted to the Desert 
Daisies, bringing them membership to 
ten. That makes the club big enough 
that they could camp and pit together, 
but with their husbands in the Checkers, 
Rams, Prospectors...well...where would 
you camp?

This case, 
launched in 1966, was won by the 
AMA, but the Michigan legislature 
simply demonstrated its final 
superiority by redrafting the law in 
slightly different form. Which casts 
doubt upon another statement by 
Schneiders, that the solution is a simple 
one, needing only money. This 
particular error in fact not only misleads 
your readership, but it furthermore 
performs a disservice to the more than 
150,000 devoted motorcyclists who 
support the popular legislative programs 
of the AMA.

The day before the 
race, we phoned AMA in Ohio to see if 
his license was there and if it would be 
at the track the day of the race. They 
told us it would be, but upon arriving at 
the track we could not race because 
they had no license. 

The way in which these races were 
sponsored was very unorganized and 
disgusting, I’m sure, to other racers 
besides myself. I felt the sponsors and 
referees of these races were very 
uncooperative and unreasonable. 
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Because of this, AMA has proven to me 
to be an unworthy association, which 
has no concern for the racers at all, 
Because of the way the AMA has 
handled these races, I have, as of this 
day, retired from promoting it any 
longer. As I worked hard to join people 
to AMA, I will now work to keep them 
from joining your association. I will not 
enter any professional races from this 
day forth.

Your fine 
paper was guilty of the age-old game of 
putting all particular groups of 
individuals, namely motorcyclists, in the 
same barrel of worms, Granted there 
were the so-called “outlaws”, but what 
about the 2200 entrants and the many 
thousands of their friends and relatives 
who were there and conducted 
themselves properly? What about the 
purpose of the whole weekend, THE 
RACE, not a meeting of a minority of 
unruly persons? What about the money 
spent by the 150 thousand spectators in 
Elsinore? What about the hoped-for 
3OOD nationwide coverage by ABC's 
Wide World of Sports and newspapers to 
encourage people to move to Elsinore? 

If you are going to report on an event 
or situation, dammit be fair! Lake 
Elsinore was not totally an "unwilling 
host". We were invited, at $15 an 
entrant, by the Lake Elsinore Chamber 
of Commerce, which usually represents 
a cross-section of the town. Any 
happening in this free country of ours 
has a few detractors, but your article 
intimates that the few was a majority. 
The same applies to your 1500 
“outlaws”, a mere handful compared to 
the total number of spectators. 

Injuries are a part of racing, but you 
intimate that we, the racers, wiped out 
one hundred people, many of them 
seriously. We are sure that your reporter 
was a little overzealous in reporting that 
large number, and further was not very 
knowledgeable about our sport. In a 
race of this size; 2200 entrants, 1100 
each day for 100 miles, injuries to the 
PARTICIPANTS are liable to be high. 
But we are engaged in a dangerous 
sport, dangerous to us, and we accept 
these risks. 

For all our time, money, bumps, and 
bruises, notwithstanding a dusty, rough 
course in spots, all we received was a 
sensational headline on your front page 
and not one inch of space in your sports 
section, 

Again, our sincere thanks for your 
great contribution to the anticipated 
death of The Lake Elsinore Grand Prix, 
and the greater restrictions that will be 
placed on our already troubled sport.

It surprised quite a lot of people to 
see a rookie sitting on the pole in the 
Main and if your machinery had made it 
we could have seen a rookie win a mile! 

Another District 37 rider showing 
great form was Steve Nichols who always 
shows such beautiful control of his 
machine but had the bad luck to 
swallow a valve, We'll go on record right 
now as tapping him for a future 
National Number One and there aren’t 
many Juniors we’d dare make that 
prediction for. 

And then there’s Jim Rice. BSA, hang 
your heads in your Birmingham factory. 
The Beezer did it again even if you can’t 





get enough pennies together to field a 
team, the riders still love the machines 
enough to ride them as privateers and 
that’s what Rice is.

The Main was just unbelievable and

That’s the secret. 

Among other odds and ends from the 
great day, if you don’t think the mile 
was rough you should have seen the 
scooter belonging to (we think) Lloyd 
Houchins. He hit a hole Aldana swore 
was big enough to bury you in and 
totally ripped the top of his rear shocks 
off plus all the rubber on the rear tire 
leaving just the casing, never seen 
any thing like it! 

Aldana himself showed tremendous 
form and style, there was no rider who 
was tucking in faster coming out of the 
turns than David and no, he didn’t fall 
off, not even once! The wind created an 
interesting situation, first part of the 
race it was a tail wind, then changed 
into a head wind as the race progressed, 
This could have hurt Rice a bit because 
he’s a big man and can’t tuck in as well 
as the little guys.

The gods are-said to protect fools and 

little children. Now an Act of Congress 
called OSHA will protect everyone else 
- including motorcyclists. 
_ OSHA, the Occupational Safety and 
Health Act of 1970, was enacted by 
Congress "..to assurc as far as possible 
that every working man and woman in 
the nation^will have safe and healthful 
working conditions and to preserve 
human resources." 

This safety act covers all businesses 
employing one or more workers — this 
includes motorcycle repair shops, 
motorcycle race tracks and any business 
that uses motorcycles for delivery work, 

OSHA provides for federal or state 
inspectors to enter any business premise 
to observe working conditions after a 
complaint has been filed that safety 
rules are not being followed in that 
business. 

The inspector may issue a citation for 
‘any violation of OSHA rules which may 
result in a fine or jail sentence or both 
for the offending party. 

Don Hoover, director of the 
Occupational Safety and Health 
Division of the Arizona Industrial 
Commission — the state branch of 
OSHA — said even the smallest 
motorcycle repair shop or race track 
could be liable for up to a $10,000 fine 
per OSHA violation. 

*"It would be a great benefit to each 
motorcycle repair shop and operators of 
race tracks to take the first step to see 
that his place of business is in condition 
to abide by the policy of Congress." 
Hoover urged. 

“Failure to do so could result in fines 
of up to $10,000 per offense for 
repeated violations of safety regulations 
and standards." 

Typical violations in a motorcycle 
shop, he added, might be oil spilled on 
the floor and not wiped up, ungrounded 
electrical tools, failure to provide and 
use safety glasses when operating 
grinding equipment or failure to use a 
face shield when welding. 

Other items which could result in a 
stiff fine include dangerous storage and 


use of fuel, oil, acid or parts. Another 
violation, and one which is particularly 
dangerous, is the improper use and 
storage of welding cylinders or other 
tanks of compressed gas. Improperly 
handled, Hoover continued, these tanks 
can become lethal bombs.. 

As for employees at motorcycle 
tracks, there is some difficulty in 
determining whether race competitors 
vying for a cash purse are covered by 
the Act. Hoover said this question 
would be up to the courts to determine. 

But, paid track officials and workers 
are covered by OSHA. These workers 
will have to be provided with safe and 
healthful working conditions or the 
operators of the race tracks will be 
liable for OSHA fines, Hoover said. 

This may result in track operators 
being required to issue high-visibility 
clothing, ear protection (from high 
noise levels), and any other equipment 
needed to make a particular race track 
employee’s job safe and healthy. 

Hoover also said the Act applies to all 
states equally and that in many states 
there are both state and federal OSHA 
departments in operation. In Arizona 
there will be a staff of 26, as of July 1, 
in the state OSHA department and 
several more federal inspectors working 
in the state. 

OSHA will undoubtedly have its 
effect on motorcycling. This Act means 
the end of sloppy, unsafe motorcycle 
repair shops and hopefully, a farewell to 
those race tracks with a high rate of 
accidents, injuries and deaths, 

The effect on the motorcyclist 
consumer may be a slight increase in 
repair bills reflecting the cost of 
improved equipment and. shop 
alterations for safety reasons. 

To the motorcycle race spectator, 
this may mean higher admission price 
reflecting track improvements to curb 
accidents to participants and spectators. 

Hoover concluded, the end result of 
this safety effort will be a great savings 
in human resources and pain and 
suffering — which will far outweigh any 
expenditures required to meet adequate 
safety requirements,

The inscription in- your Senate 
chambers says, “It is the Duty of the 
Senators to Protect the Liberty of the 
People.” The inscription in your 
Assembly chamber says, “It is the Duty 
of the Legislature to Pass Just Laws." 

I am a motorcyclist myself. I doubt 
that many of you are. I usually wear a 
helmet, but there are occasions when it 
is very inconvenient or very 
uncomfortable to wear onc. You don't 
know what unsafe is until you have 
gotten a bee inside your helmet when 
you are at highway speed! 

Motorists United believe the concept 
of contributing negligence is much more 
sound .than compulsory helmets. We 
urge you to amend AB 744 with 
language that would make it easier for 
the courts to find that contributing 
negligence existed. Such language could 
apply to seat belts, also.

trail? That's what Mert Lawwill has 
been doing this season and it finally 
paid off last Friday night. 

For the previous two weeks Mert and 
his Harley-Davidson factory special took 
second place behind Dave Aldana and 
his hot Norton, You began to expect 
fast things from Mert when he posted a 
blazing 22:51 in time trials, the fastest 
one lap this year. 

But it was not Mert who won the 
heat race, It was Oregon's Mark Williams 
who scored a double upset, beating both 
Lawwill and Gene Romero. The Love 
Brothers Triumph rider has been making 
a habit of upsetting the Ascot locals of 
late in the heat races or the Trophy 
Dashes. 

The second heat was nearly an upset 
as Tom Rockwood borrowed a Junior's 
machine at the last minute and held off 
Aldana until the final lap in the event. 
Then Dave got by, along with Frank 
Gillespie. 

Lawwill was ready by the time the 
Trophy Dash came along and won for 
the second time this year. Mel Lacher, 
fourth fastest qualifier, nipped Aldana 
for second with Romero running last. 

The Main Event was a challenge from 
start to finish with Aldana right on, but 
never ahead, of Lawwill. The pace was 
fast enough to find a new Main Event 
track record by over two full seconds! It 
broke a 1968 record, set by Dewayne 





Keeter. It was Lawwill's first Main 
Event win anywhere since 1970. 
Romero started eighth after 


complaining bitterly earlier about the 
starts in the heat races, He worked his 
way up to third at the finish with 
Houchins taking fourth and Gillespie 
running fifth.

BRELSFORD WINS, LOSES A

Mark Brelsford is human after all. He 
finally lost an Ascot TT race. 

The TT riders moved back into Ascot 
for the third time this season with Mark 
again posting the fastest qualifying time 
in trials. The second fastest time did not 
go to another Expert, but to Junior 
Tom White. 

Brelsford knocked off another heat 
race win, topping Frank Gillespie and 
Dusty Coppage. The second heat had 
Mike Haney in ahead of Eddie Mulder 
and Mark Williams. 

Each of the Expert heats found a 
fall-off. Eddie Wirth bailed in the first 
heat and Mert Lawwill departed from 
his machine in the second. Neither rider 
was injured and both returned for the 
semi-main. 

The four fastest Experts lined up for 
the dash with Brelsford the heavy 
favorite. He finished third. Haney was 
off to a fast start and held off Mark 
Williams and Brelsford right down to 
the wire. It was one of the few times, if 
any, that Mark has suffered a TT loss at 
Ascot in over two years. 

The Main Event was a different story. 
Many riders raced Brelsford to the first 
turn, knowing if they got there first 
they had a chance. They didn’t make it. 

Mark led all the way but not by an 
overwhelming margin. Haney, Gillespie 
and Williams kept the pressure on from 
start to finish with the battle for second 
receiving most of the attention. 

Gillespie challenged Haney the first 
half of the race. He finally got by after 
some bar banging and arm waving. Then 
Williams got by Mike when Haney 
missed a shift. Haney was not to be 
denied, still pumped from his dash win. 
On the final tum he repassed Williams 








to take third place. Williams was 
surprised to say the least. Mulder, with 
engine troubles, grabbed fifth with 
Lawwill in for sixth place. 

Wirth crashed rain but again got 
back up. Ted Longwith also fell off and 


did not return to the action. 

The Juniors did head-to-head battle 
between Tom White and Gary Caldwell 
with Caldwell winning out. White took 
fast time, Caldwell was third fastest. 
Then White could only pull a fourth 


place in his heat race. Caldwell won his. 

White came back to finally win the 
semi and start in the back row in the 
final. Rick Newby and Joe Brown also 
won their heat races and started up 
front with Gary. 

Caldwell led all the way in the final 
but was pushed early by Newby and 
White. Brown never was in contention 
this time and dropped out early in the 
race, 

Newby and White dueled most of the 
way for second place with White getting 
by with two laps to go. Then Newby 
showed his experience from previous 
seaons and regained second place with

Caldwell, riding Triumph, becomes 
the first Junior this year to win both a 
TT and a Half Mile Main Event. He 
scored on the oval earlier this year. 

Danny Hockie looked like a sure 
wirmer over Rick Hocking in the Novice 
final until his engine locked up and 
nearly pitched him off. 

Both riders had earlier won their heat 
races with Hocking a shade faster than 
Danny. But it was Hockie in an early 
lead and Hocking coming from fifth at 
the end of the first lap. Hockie built a 
big lead and had it bagged until he 
dropped out. 
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around, 

Bailey and his Yamaha got by the 
Bultaco rider going into the final turn. 
It was Bailey's first win after looking all 
last season and most of this year. He 
now becomes the fourth Novice to win 
a Main Event this season. Mike Renslow 
blew his Yamaha in practice and 
borrowed a Bultaco. He had to ride hard 
but he got a well deserved third place. 
Dave Lewis came from the back row to 
place fifth on a Kawasaki.

THE NATIONAL P

After seven national races the theory 
that the so-called “Privateer” cannot 
compete appears to be somewhat 
hollow. Private machines have won four 
of the first seven events. John Hateley, 
Don Emde and Jim Rice, twice, have all 
wheeled into  winner's circles on 
Triumph, Yamaha and BSA without the 
benefit of full factory support. 

It still goes back to the idea that it is 
not where a mechanic works, but rather, 
how he puts them together. A rider is 
not always fast because he is on a 
“Team”, or getting factory salaries or 
bonuses. 

The cost of racing has gone up. 
Everything has gone up. What is of 
concern is the cost of road racing. Who 
else but the distributors can afford the 
total cost? All road race, events now 
require a -rider to be there for a 
minimum of three days. Add to this the 
travel, at least two days each way, or an 
expensive plane ticket and then total the 
plane, motel and food for about seven 
-days and you have the basic cost of one 
road race meeting. Don’t forget the 
gasoline, 

If factory backed, or sponsored, 
riders and machines have an edge it is in 
road racing, at least through the first 
portion of the national schedule. 

For years the Europeans, and 
especially the English, made many jokes 
about the colored racing leathers and 
the full coverage helmets. It seems as 
though the tradition-minded people 
have finally joined us without much of a 
fight. 

Many companies in Europe are now 
making full coverage helmets and many 
more are jumping on the band wagon to 
finally add a little touch of class, and 
brightness, to their racers. Agostini 
recently wore one of the brightest 
racing suits ever seen on the foreign 
circuits. So the USA can take credit for 
the current helmets and leathers. We 
still have an idea that the British cycle 
press will find a way to be the first to 
“Discover” these items. 

They are still amazed that Cal 
Rayborn really knew how to road race, 
Wait until the AMA comes up with a 
national road race schedule that does 
not conflict with their English and 
Italian events and will allow a whole 
gang of riders from here to go there 
without pinching for time for the all 
important national road races over here. 

The nationals now swing to the 
midwest and east for the month of 
June. Two half miles and two road 
races. The Californians, who have 
dominated everything to this point, 
have their work cut out for them on the 
two half miles at Louisville and 
Columbus as these were two they did 
not win last year. Bart Markel and Dave 
Sehl have dominated Louisville since the 
nationals started there. Markel will not 
be around this time but Sehl is ready. 
Columbus, which belonged to Bart last 
year, is anybody’s guess. 

An added attraction at Lousiville will 
be “The Flying Cycles’’ jumping act. 
This is the only jump act that uses two 
riders that meet in mid-air between the 
ramps. The two riders, Rex Blackwell 
and Gary Davis, use. BSA 500 MX 
machines. They will actually jump the 
day after the national on Sunday 
afternoon, June 4th at the $3,000 
non-national half mile at the same 
location as the national. 

Reports from the New England 
Dealers Association, the sponsors of the 
Loudon road races, say that this event 
will be the best ever. Northeast fans get 
the road races on June 11 while the 
southeast fans get the non-national mile 
at Atlanta. Many top riders not racing 
pavement this year are expected to be in 
Atlanta along with a few who normally 
race pavement but are passing up

Loudon for the magic mile. More than 
enough good riders for both events. 

No decision as yet from the AMA as 
to what the penalty will be for Suzuki, 
or the riders, regarding the illegal 
equipment at the Atlanta National road 
races. At least one dirt track racer last 
year was suspended for more than thirty 
days for a similar infraction. 

Some of the most avid racing fans 
must be in the Northwest. When the 
fans and the radio stations around the 
Seattle area found out that the San Jose 
Mile National was not on the AMX 
network they all got together and sent 
the local stations to San Jose. 

There they contacted Roxy 
Rockwood, who does the radio 
broadcasts for the network, and asked 
him if he would do the show for the 
listeners as well as doing the trackside 
callings. The end result was that Reno, 
Nevada also wanted the same thing so 
Roxy ended up with a table full of 
microphones for about four different 
outlets. 

He told us after the races that the 
Seattle station had such a great response 
from the early network races that they 
wanted all of the Nationals piped in! 
Hats off to Radio-KTW in Seattle and 
KNEW in Reno. 

The San Jose Mile was in near perfect 
condition after fourteen years of no 





racing. Promoter Bob Barkhimer and 
track chief Harold Murrell spent many 
dollars and hours getting it ready. The 
riders had the track down to the 
thirty-nine second mark in practice. 
Murrell is the same person who will put 
the Atlanta Mile in shape for the June 
11 race date. 

Do fans like a Mile? By seven in the 
morning on race day at San Jose there 
were more than three thousand people 
standing in line waiting for the 9:00 AM 
ticket office and grandstand opening. 


By noon the place was packed and the’ 


races did not start until an announced 
2:00 PM. 

Promoter Barkhimer nearly fainted 
during the races when the Fairgrounds 
manager stated that there had been 
mention of cutting off one turn of the 
Mile for additional buildings. After he 
saw the crowd and the great racing he 
rescinded the statement. One of the 
many ways to make a promoter age 
faster — especially when you have the 
only Mile on the west coast, and waited 
fourteen long years to get it. 

Another way to get gray hair in a 
hurry? They had to open up the infield 
at San Jose for standing room only 
late-comers. The first thing that 
happened was. somebody -threw a 
cigarette down and started a grass fire! 

It was reported that not only Jim 
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Rice, but three additional riders, got 
into the turns so hot that they nicked 
the inside rail. Rice, however, was the 
only rider to be damaged. 

After seven national races no rider 
has scored national points in all of the 
events. Three riders, however, have 
scored in six. The two rookies, Gary 
Scott and Ken Roberts, plus veteran 
Eddie Mulder are the three. 

Bob Bailey, self made king of the 
privateers, is paying off like a slot 
machine in his guaranteed contingency 
money to the AMA race program, 
Brelsford and Rice were both using his 
pipes at Ascot and San Jose. Each 
collected a thousand green ones for 
using the black ones. If this keeps up 
Bob may not have enough money for 
claiming purposes when Ontario rolls 
around on October Ist. Excellent pipes, 
by the way. 

Many are still thinking that with the 
new national point scoring system this 
year, the season is still too young to get 
any picture as to who will fight it out 
for the top ten or twenty point fund 
paying positions. The points pay heavy 
to the first three finish spots and four or 
five good runs in those places will put 
any rider in the hunt. Wait until early 
August before you start deciding who 
will be in contention by the first .of 
October.

While leading the first 
moto, Mike’s handlebar cracked and 
broke off, He got it fixed just in time to 
catch the last three laps leaving Clark to 
completely zap the field.

With Italian GP CNX, AMXT goes racing

Dear AMXT followers, 

With the Italian Grand Prix cancelled 
last week, we were able to land a small 
international event for both Mark and 
Bob near Nancy, France. According to 
the English riders also at this race, our 
boys merely played a game of tag 
behind Pierre Karsmakers. The only 
trouble they encountered came from 
each other. Mark zapped up second 
place with Bob a few feet behind in 
third. Really a great show for the 
American flag! They thoroughly 
surprised the promoters who had only 
seen one American ride, and that was 
Hoppy Hopkins years ago. After the 
race they drove on to Sweden for the 
third round of the GP series. 

Meanwhile just when Bryan was 
beginning to get it together -on the 
Maico, he rode an internationl event 
near Rouen and broke the third finger 
on his throttle hand. It was during the 
first lap of the first moto that he caught 
a metal picket marking the track with 
his brake lever. The picket was bent and 
so was ,his finger. With 11 laps 


remaining, he finished the race and 
brought home a fourth place before 
driving off to the hospital pretty well 
fed up. 

Instead of putting his whole forearm 
in a cast for a month as the doctor 
suggested, Bryan fabricated his own race 
protection. DiffBrake came in handy: 
with the brake system adjusted, he 
would only have to grip the throttle 
with his right hand. The ‘invalid bike’ as 
we fondly named it, draws quite a 
crowd. American ingenuity has always 
fascinated the French, and this 
differential braking system was 
some thing new. 

A mid-week international event gave 
Bryan a chance to try out his new 
system. Unfortunately, the course was 
rough and too much to handle with a 
bound up hand. We forfeited the ride to 
another American, John Barclay, who 
put in a steady ride and picked up some 
extra cash. * 

Another try Sunday at Gaillefontaine 
and another rough track. There were no 
record-breaking results, but enough 


riding to keep Bryan in condition. Hans 
Maisch, the son of the Maico owner, is 
taking France by storm, This race was 
perhaps his seventh win since the end of 
March. 

The French, Grand Prix is this 
weekend only 100 miles west of our 


.AMXT outpost. Bryan hopes to try to 


finish the event despite his hand. Bob 
and Mark should be joining us here in 
Connerré so we can all set sail together 
for the track. They will probably return 
stateside soon for the summer series and 
be back in Europe in August for the last 
few GP's.

brake pedal and fragile rear suspension. 
A few frantic Seconds of pit work got 
the brake working again but now Joel 
was blazing around the track with bent 
rear suspension and the leading CZ was 
barely in sight. 

The Russian was not popular with 
some of the $0,000 Czechs pressing 
against the ropes and he got cat calls and 
whistles while Joel was carried around 
the track on a wave of cheers and 
applause. 


Now Joel had to race hard for 
perhaps the first time this season. He 
held the throttle wide open down the 
steep bumpy hills and he let the engine 
sing each time the wheels left the 
ground. 

With two laps to go Joel had cut the 
margin down to 10 seconds and the 
crowd was going crazy. But the fantastic 
pace and stiff suspension overstressed 
the Suzuki and on the last lap the frame 
snapped just below the steering head. 


The bike snaked and wobbled around 
for most of a lap but Joel finally pushed 
the last hundred yards to the finish line 
as Kring, Palm and Kibirine whistled 
past him. 

Joel had a bad day but Kavinov's 
victory was well earned and long 
overdue. The young Russian overcame a 
one-mile handicap in the first heat and 
rode a fantastic race with the twist grip 
wired open. In the second race he 
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pressured Robert into a mistake and 
cashed in on it. The Russian CZ riders 
have been plagued with bad luck and 
inconsistent performances but Kavinov 
put it all together today. 

Suzuki's number two works rider, 
Sylvain Geboers was back on the track 
with a steel plate screwed to his broken 
ankle bones and blister$ on his hands 
from his second place finish behind 
Robert in the Dutch Grand Prix last 
week. 

Geboer’s amazing recovery was 
expedited by a Belgian surgeon who 
immobilized the broken bones with a 
steel plate and four bolts. A fifth bolt 
was used to repair the ligament and 
Sylvain was racing three weeks after his 
crash in France. 

“The leg is strong, Geboers said, but I 
need to gain more confidence in it 
before I can be one hundred percent. 

“I was able to do well in Holland 
because the course was similar to tracks 
near my home in northern Belgium, I 
love to ride in the deep sand, and I can 
go fast on that type of track with both 
feet on the foot pegs. 

"Here in Czechoslovakia the track is 
so slick and bumpy that the feet must 
be used to control the bike. After one 
lap I knew that racing here before my 
leg is fully healed isn’t worth the risk of 
not being able to race in Grands Prix 
later in the season."

LET’S GET THIS GUY! 

Motorcyclists like action but when it 
comes to politics we’re told to write 
letters. So we write letters and maybe 
what we we want happens-and maybe it 
doesn’t. Even if it does, we don’t know 
if it was us that made the difference or 
not. It’s as exciting as an underwater 
ping-pong match. So here’s something 
exciting to do. 

In the 31st Senatorial district there's 
a politician named James Q. Wedworth 
who's in a very tight contest to retain 
his Senate seat. The 31st is the area 
around Hawthorne and Inglewood, but 
even if you don’t live there, stick 
around. Mr. Wedworth was brought to 
my attention by Alan Bydgness who 
phoned me from up San Francisco way. 
It seems that Alan and several others 
have been trying to get a bill through 
the legislature that would return to us 
that portion of our gasoline taxes that 
were spent on off-road vehicles. The 
money would be spent on trails and 
vehicle parks. The amount of money 
involved is substantial so it’s an 
important bill. The first time it came up 
in the Revenue and Taxation 
Committee, Mr.. Wedworth was 
instrumental in getting it defeated, both 
speaking against it and voting against it. 
The next time it came up, Wedworth 
was absent and the bill got through the 
committee, but delay might have been 
fatal. We'll know before long. 

Mr. Wedworth also voted in favor of 
the mandatory headlights-on-at-all-times 
bill. He has been quoted as saying that 
he didn't see why motorcyclists have to 
ride off the road at all! We. need him 
like we need a fouled plug. The time to 
get him is in the primary election that 
occurs this coming Tuesday, If he wins 
in the primary, we're probably stuck 
with him for a long time because his is a 


democratic district and he'll probably 
win reclection in November. But he's 
got two strong opponents in the 
primary, and if we get to work next 
week, we not only do a good deed but 
we can see the results. 

I would not advocate defeating a 
politician solely on the basis of his stand 
on motorcycling. Much as I like riding, I 
realize that there are other and 
sometimes more important things 
happening in the State government, so I 
think we have to look at the total 
picture of a politician and maybe 
sometimes accept an anti-bike man who

is doing good work in other areas. But 
that’s certainly not the case with James 
Wedworth. Most cyclists are middle or 
low income people and most seem 
concerned with ecological problems. 
Here’s a rundown on: how Wedworth 
voted on some non-motorcycling bills in 
these areas. 


On ‘using gas taxes to control 
pollution and develop mass rapid 
transit, he voted no. He voted to 
increase property taxes to finance 


schools. He voted to increase legislators 
salaries. He voted against a bill that 
would require public utilities to practice 
equal opportunities in hiring. He voted 
against Medi-Cal for low-income — 
non-welfare families. He voted against a 
State financed earthquake insurance 
program, 

On two of the most sensitive issues in 
his district, Mr. Wedworth failed to vote 
at all. The first was the Sieroty 
Coastline protection bill, which would 
protect the California coast. from 
exploitation by land developers. In his 
previous campaign Wedworth promised 
to support this important bill, but when 
it came time to vote, he was out buying 
a horse, so he said. On a bill which 
would prohibitlandlordsfrom cutting off 


utilities to force tenants to move (this is 


a landlord’s method of ¢iycumventing. 


the law and often puts young children 
in dangerous situations) Wedworth was 
conveniently absent. According to his 
competition, Wedworth has failed to 
vote on 11 out of 19 important bills in 
the last six months. 

Of course you can’t just vote against 
someone. You have to vote for 
someone, so the idea is to generate 
enough votes for one of Wedworth’s 
opponants to insure that Wedworth has 
to find another occupation come the 
first of the year. There are actually 7 
candidates trying to become their 
party's hero in the 31st district but only 
two seem to have a real chance. These 
are David Cunningham and Richard 
Mansfield. I called the campaign offices 
of each of the candidates to get some 
idea of the issues and see if there was 
any clearcut reason for supporting 
either of Wedworth’s major opponents. 
From a motorcyclists view, there’s not 
much to choose from, Neither of the 
candidates (according to their campaign 


managers) were even aware of the 
problems bothering us. David 
Cunningham's manager, Mrs. Maxine 


Waters, however, seemed to me to be 
more genuinely interested in our 
problems and virtually insisted that I 
come down to the campaign 
headquarters to meet the candidate and 
discuss the problems. She also said that 
he would be very happy to have some 
bike riders participate in Cunningham’s 
motorcade the weekend before the 
election, 


I asked. each of „the candidates 
managers to givesme;a rundown on, the 
candidates position on several issues and 
to analyze the electoral situation in the 
district. I'm not going to endorse 
anyone on the basis of a telephone call, 
but I received much better vibes from 
David Cunningham's office than from 
Mansfield's. Cunningham’s manager 
discussed the issues very specifically and 
left no doubt where her candidate stood 
on the issues. I received a strong 
impression of both  integrety and 
competence. I intend to accept their 
invitation to visit the office and discuss 
the cyclists problems. 

Each reader can call or visit the 
candidates office and make up his mind 
which man is the better choice. The 
important point is to make a choice and 
then generate some votes for that man: 
Use a bit of imagination to vote in that 
election, you'll have to be a registered 
Democrat and you'll have to reside in 
the 31st Senatorial district. But even if. 
you can't vote, get on the phone and 
call someone you know who lives there 
and get him clued in. There are several 
of you dealers in the area; put signs on 
your counter or paste this article to a 
piece of cardboard and let your 
customers know that it matters that 
they vote in this election. Some of you 
road riders can participate in David 
Cunningham’s motorcade. Richard 
Mansfield's office number is 672-3131. 
David Cunningham's is 778-5512. Call 
them. Get a little action going and 
you'll be able to see the results in one 
week.

The riders are all going well this 
year, but except for Mike Bast who 
moved up.because of the penalties and 
Bill Cody who put in a fantastic ride in 
the Semi but would have not have made 
the Main were it not for a spill by Greg 
Haserot and Mike Caruso, the Main 
event would have consisted of all riders 
from the thirty yard line or less. 

It seems that the top riders that the 
public come to see are being penalized 
out of the Mains by excessive yardage. I

PHOENIX, ARIZ., May 19, 1972 — Joe 
Henry of Sacramento, was a runaway 
winner in  Arizona's first indoor 
motorcycle race at Veterans' Memorial 
Coliseum. 

A crowd of 6,000 watched Henry 
fling his Bultaco around the one-tenth 
mile track to take wins in his heat, the 
second Semi, the Trophy Dash and the 
Main Event. 

For his win Henry carted home 
$1,124 and a big silver “Challenge 
Cup”. 

Race favorite, Steve Hernandez, had a 
disappointing evening after he finished 
second in the first Semi-Main and last in 
the Main when his bike quit. 

His problems began in the first heat 
when he hit another bike going into the 
first turn on lap one. The result was one 
massive pile up with Hernandez on the 
bottom. None of the riders were injured 
but Hernandez couldn’t regain his form 
after the spill. 

The evening ended in near disaster 
when the motorcycle jumping team of 
Bob Duffey and Dick Stone, both of 
Phoenix, attempted several short 
distance ramp-to-ramp leaps. 

The duo had accomplished two jumps 
when they decided to try an end-to-end 
tandem stunt. Both riders made it over 
the gap, but Stone's bike skidded on the 
landing ramp and he lost control of his 
bike nearing the building exit. He 
slammed into a door partition and then 
slid out the exit into the parking lot. 

He was administered oxygen at the 
scene and was taken to a Phoenix 
hospital where he was found to have a 
broken clavicle and other minor injuries. 

Race promoter, Al Eshenbaugh, said 
there will be future indoor races at the 
Coliseum but instead of paying for 
jumping exhibitions the purse will be 
increased to attract more top-rated 
riders.

Fortunately, this was one of the good 
years. Most everything went more or 
less according to plan. The run again 
started in Duarte, just behind the 
Triumph/BSA building. With parking

campers, motorcycles and people made 
the area look like an instant gypsy city. 
There were 498 entries plus 8 sidehacks. 

In 63 miles and roughly 1,000 hairpin 
turns we went through the Angeles 
Forest on-dusty, dry dirt roads.

Beyond the forest is the endless - 
desert and someplace right in the middle 
of the desert is Ridgecrest, Ridgecrest is 
a town that seems to have been invented 
by the Pasadena M.C. for the use of the 
Greenhorn. For the other 363 days a 
year it has an instantly forgettable 
existence. 

On Memorial Day weekend it is 
heaven, Mecca, The End of the War and 
a balanced budget for 500 
motorcyclists. Most play motorcyclists 
can ride all day on a tank of gas. A 
serious racer goes through two tanks. 
The Greenhorners fill their tanks eight 

times in the course of the endless trek 
to Ridgecrest, 
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heir toes to say nothing of their pegs, 
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Dave Evans gets doused with champagne 
celebrate a probable class win and shot 
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Sometimes the trail is pretty nice, 
like a stretch not far óut of Pearblossom 
where we wove our sandy way between 
infrequent but shady trees and up broad 
smooth sandwashes. Then there are 
deep sand hills that mock the midget 
power of the trailbikes. Even my 
Matador signals it's working hard by 
dropping its exhaust note about two 
octaves as it shovels its way furiously to 
the top. 

Then, for me, disaster. Flat tire. I’m 
still long miles from my truck at~ Hi 
Vista. I limp in very late and change the 
tire. Being no ISDT star, it takes me 
over a half hour to fix the flat. By the 
time I go the next. 40 miles to Four 
Corners, I'm out of my hour and 
disqualified, Next year. 

Others are out too, Only one of the 
starting sidehacks has made it’ this far. 
Other dejected riders sit around the cafe 
at Four Comers sopping up drinks long 
after they should have gone. The 
survivors are battling the rocks and 
some are getting lost. 

Sunday is the same only in reverse. 
Starting at Ridgecrest, the riders pass 
near Garlock, get almost to California 
City, double back and cross the 
Randsburg road and again hit Four 
Corners. The first rider is at Four 
Corners by 9:06 and he's gone 73 mil 
‘They leave Four Corners on the East 
side of 395,g0 south for 25 miles or so 
and then cross under the highway to 
parallel Shadow Mountain Road into Hi 
Vista. 

There are thousands of trails in this 
area and it takes close attention to stay 
on the right one. Anyone who's ridden 
the Greenhem more than once knows 
the way back from Hi Vista ‘to 
Pearblossom, They follow the same path 
cach year so the riders can enjoy 
blasting through a twisting canyon with 
high vertical walls. Each year à 
sprinkling of spectators lines the way. 
Probably the same spectators each year, 
too. 

Going back through the forest the 
riders discover that the Pasadena club 
has upped the ante. The first stretch. is 
now 30 mph instead of 24. It's.too fast 
and several riders get into bad situations 
trying to keep up. One rider tries to pass 
me on a turn going much too fast. He 
shoots over the berm and high into the 
air. His luck is good. This isn't one of 
the turns with a thousand foot drop.. 
He bounces, crashes, and gets back up 
with no injuries. 

For many riders, luck just wasn't 
around on that last stretch. I saw several 
flat tires. Bud Howesman, b: on his 
big Norton for this trip, had a flat front 
which made his heavy scooter almost 
uncontrollable on the last 35-mile 
stretch. His partner, Max Bubeck, had 
poor luck also. He broke a throttle cable 
and had to jury rig a substitute from 
some baling wire. 

Bob Steffan and Dave Ekins, both 
riding Bultacos these days, look like 
winners. Bob lost only 7 points 
(unofficially) and Dave probably lost 
one more. They had luck going with 
them. They got lost on one section, got 
on the highway and short circuited the 
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course a bit. There was supposed to be a 
check in the section they missed but the 
checkers fouled up and the check was 
inoperative. 

It was a bitchy section and the guys 
who rede the whole 73 miles without a 
check were fairly well peeved at the 
luck of those who rode it on the 
highway without penalty: It’s just hard 
to get away from the luck in the 
Greenhorn. Some guys try. One bike 
had at least three riders on it in the two 
days and some riders rode several bikes. 
The club make token efforts to stop this 
by putting a sticker on the forks and 
frame but they only checked it at the 
beginning and end of the run so it 
wasn't very effective. 

All in all, it seemed like things were 
very well run this year. The times were 
apparently right on the money and no 
one was complaining about the distance 
measurement. Marking was quite good, 
in spite of the fact that some riders 
managed to get lost. In 500 miles it’s 
inevitable that some riders are going to 
get lost. To add to the problem, there 
was a conflicting race this weekend and 
there are a bunch of ding-a-ling 
playbikers around Hi Vista that tear 
down the ribbon and cards as fast as the 
clubs put it up. 

It would take a pretty weird person 
to say that riding the Greenhorn was 
fun. It's an experience, and finishing it 
seems to be something like a testimonial 
to manhood written in. blood. I won't 
even hazard a guess about winning it, 
Maybe it's like being canonized or 
something. At any rate, it seems like a 
lot of guys feel like it’s worth doing 
each year. Even me. This was my third 
one,

Nevertheless, there were too many 
injuries, with some seven broken bones. 
There is talk of forming a Rescue Three 
type operation here. A little less riding 
over the head would also help.

AMA-MIC SUPPORT MINI-BIKE 


STUDY 


A summer-long investigation of the 
needs, characteristics and motivations of 
mini-bike users is scheduled to begin 
soon as the result of approval of grants 
of $1,000 each by the American 
Motorcycle Association and the 
Motorcycle Industry Council. 

The study, under the direction of 
Richard L. Bury, Associate professor at 
Texas A&M University’s college of 
agriculture, will be conducted at the 
Tennessee Valley .Authority’s Land 
Between the Lakes, a heavily wooded 
170,000-acre recreational complex 
located in western Kentucky and 
Tennessee. 

Coming on the heels of President 
Nixon’s Executive Order 11644 
concerning the use of off-road vehicles 
on public lands, the study and the 
TVA’s willingness to work with 
motorcycling interests is an extremely 
hopeful sign that a resolution fair to all 
land users will be reached regarding the 
Executive Order. 

Additionally, it may be reasonably 
expected that the results of the study 
will demonstrate to all agencies and 
departments concerned with public land 
administration that motorized 
recreation is not incompatible’ with 
other-forms of leisuretime activity.

THE GREAT CANADIAN 
MOTORCYCLE: Jeff Smith, ex-world 
motocross champion, is testing 125cc 
and 175cc machines manufactured by 
Bombardier. Bombardier is the 
Canadian company that makes Ski-doo 
Snowmobiles. 


There is some eit about whether 
we will ever see a racing version of the 
MV 750 street machines contesting 
AMA Formula 750 races. The problem 
is the AMA's very good claiming rule. 
For $3500 anyone entering a National 
road race can purchase the machine of 
someone beating him. This rule gives the 
privateer an even chance. It also gives 
the MV factory a headache. The street 
version of their machine sells for about 
$3500, you see. Other factories have, 
inevitably, found a way around the rule. 
They have the field seeded with riders 
holding checks for $3500. If someone 
claims a bike, the check-holders also file 
claims. All the claimants'names are put 
in a hat and the winner's name is drawn. 
Six factory claimers and one privateer 
puts the odds in the factory's favor. The 
sharp privateer will claim in the last few 
minutes of the specified period for 
claiming, we suppose. Anyway, MV is 
leery of the whole clamdig. Still, there is 
a great deal of prestige in American 
races so we may see them yet. They can 
always forfeit if they are claimed and 
take the pestige if not the prize. 





IMPORTANT CHANGES IN ‘72 
AMDRA RULES 


After careful consideration of some 
of the problems encountered with the 
new classification system, the following 
changes have been made in the 1972 
AMDRA rules: 

General Rule No. 14 has been 
changed to read as follows: “Metal strut 
bars in place of rear shock absorbers will 
be permitted in all classes except Stock 
Classes.” 

General Rule No. 20 changed to read: 
Only one machine per rider in any class 
or bracket during eliminations. It is the 
sole responsibility of the rider to make 
the rounds, and no class or bracket will 
be held up to wait for a rider competing 
in more than one class. No substitute 
riders unless OK'd by events Dir. before 
the end of time trials. 


STOCKS & SUPER STOCKS: 

The “C” class in both Stock and 
Super Stock will be further broken 
down in the horsepower to weight ratio. 
A new class will be created by this 
break. The classes will now read: CC/S 
6.50-6.99  CC/SS 6.50-6.99 — C/S 
7.00-7.49 C/SS 7.00-7.49. 

Super Stock Rule No. 11 changed to 
read: Straight pipes, tuned exhaust, 
megaphones allowed. Expansion 
chambers permitted if suitably muffled. 
Ex. Hooker, Wirges, Acces, 
Muffler-Cans. 

Stock Classes Rule No. 13 is changed 
to read: “All external and internal 
engine parts must remain factory stock 
with the exceptions listed in rule book. 
In addition, the maximum allowable 
overbore in the Stock category is to be 
"first oversize or maximum .020." This 
is to allow for normal wear and minor 
cylinder damage due to engine failure." 
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Just about anybody who throws a 3 
worthwhile race has adopted. a 
silencers-mandatory policy. Although a 
these listings don't mention the fact, = 
virtually all events in. the Calendar are z 
quiet ones.

Overcomes separated shoulder to take second straight AMA 25-lap event.
